BOYS KILLED 
BY LIVE W IRE 

Two Kenosha Boys Touch 
Charged Wire 
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MEET INSTANT DEATH 



$35,000 FIRE 
AT NORTH 
CHICAGO 

Fire broke out in the plant of the Chi- 
cago Hardware Foundry company at North 
Chicago Friday night, swept the factories 
from end to end and -was extinguished 
only after there had been a less aggre- 
gating 135,000. 

The carpenter shop, an old house used as 
a store room, a store shed for the moulders' 
flasks, all went down before the fiery tor- 
rent. All three were frame structures and 
the one the loss of which will be felt most 
keenly is the storeroom for. tho moulders' 
flasks. It has taken nine years to accumu- 
late these frames for tbe molds and it i* 
practically impossible to replace them. 

There are three theories as to the start 
of tbe fire. Fire Marshal Clarence E. 
Baker, of North Chicago, is of tbe opinion 
that crossed wires Ignited a pile of shav- 
ings in the carpenter shop, where' tbe Are 
started, or that a careless tramp lit a cigar- 
ette In the shop and toised the burning 
match into the wood that strewed tbe floor. 
There is another theory that tbe fire was 
caused by spontaneous combustion. 

The building and machinery loss is well 
covered by insurance divided up among 
several companies, The three buildings 
and their excellent equipment are a total 
JoesT'-Tho^lumbeFyord 'la" an additional 
loss In material. 

Tho arrival of tbe fire department of the 
village was delayed by the fact ihat no 
team could be procured for the use of the 
wagons and twenty-five precious minutes 
passed in this way- The village will now 
buy a team to provide against future con- 
tingencies of the kind. .The fire depart- 
ment put up a hard fight in which it was 
assisted by tbe Waukegdn force which was 
called to the scene, Tho fire fighters con- 
fined their work mainly to the protection 
of tho other parts of the plant. A box car 
between tho fire and tho first 'of the re- 
maining-buildings was sacrificed to save 
them. It was hauled out in flames. The 
light lasted all nighL A fact is that the 
watchman had made bis regular, rounds 25 
minutes before the alarm was sounded,- so 
the rapidity of thq fire can bo realized. 
Manager Bberwin stated that tbe plant 
would be rebuilt at once, " 

Death of Walter Crowley.

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The Oldest Boy Is Struck Down While 

Show lug Bystanders Bow Tint 
Accident Happened 

The killing of two boys at Kenosha Sun- 
day forenoon by a guy wire heavily charged 
with electricity was the cause of consider- 
able excitement in the vicinity .of the 
Northwestern depot nt that place. Friends 
of the victims gathered around the bodies 
and swore vengeance upon the Kenosha 
Electric Light company, who owned tbe 
wires which are said to have been directly 
responsible for the accident, 

Vincenzo and Antonio Petrocci, aged 16 
and 18 years, were the persons killed, both 
being in the employ of the Kenosha Crib 
company. 

A representative viewed the scene of the 
accident Sunday and friends and relatives 
of tbe deceased boys openly blamed the 
lighting company nnd threatened to begin 
action for damages, claiming that the* 
wiring was defective. 

The accident, which occurred at the cor- 
ner of Grand avenue and Maple street, was 
most peculiar, inasmuch as tbe second 
man was killed while explaining how his 
brother was electrocuted. The two boys 
were standing on tbe corner talking when 
Vincenzo, the youngest, reached out his 
right band, touched the guy wire, and 
dropped dead instantly. . . * 

A large crowd of people gathered in n 
short' timo and: when tomQ of them asked 
for an explanation of the accident, Antonio 
caught hold of the same wire to show just 
how it was done. The next instant he 
was a corpse and the excitement was mul- 
tlpled. While the two accidents were be* 
jng discussed and the bodies still lying on 
the ground, a large yellow dog sauntered 
too close to tbe wire and dropped dead. 

A careful inspection of the scene oE the 
accident tended to fix the blame on an in- 
candescent wire of the lightening company 
Two guy wires belonging to the city fire 
department, but slroacbed on the poles of 
the Wisconsin telephone company, were 
run from the top of a short pole ton tree 
close to the ground. These two wires were 
connected with a support wire for' the- are 
light hanging over the intersection of the 
two-streets and this woe charged with tbe 
current by one of the electric lighting 
company's wires sagging and laying direct- 
ly across it. . The electricity was therefore 
communicated to the two guy. wires with- 
in a few feet of the Bide walk where hund- 
reds of persons walked.

Wbilo the gang terrorized tho citizens, 
oil of whom were railroad hands, " the - tel- 
egraph operator inside the depot saw the 
bold-upB, all of which took place ofi the 
platform, telegraphed to Waukegan for aid 

Two arrests in the north part of the 
Northwestern yards at Waukegan by an 
officer .have been identified by three of the 
men they robbed* " Revolvers were taken 
from the two men arrested, and they gave 
■fictitious names. One man was robbed of 
$30.00, another of 811.40 and another was 
shot in the neck.

MAN TAKES 
OWN LIFE

His Lifeless Body Found 
In Creek at Greenwood 



LETTER TO BROTHER 



Weights His Body With Bocks and 

Fires Bullet Into Oral n— Hides 

For Four Days 

After a futile search oE four days for Dell 
Dassow, the attempted murderer of bis 
successful rival in love, Cbas." Feet, and- 
tho young lady they both admired Lena 
Harrison, tbe lifeless body of Doibow was 
found in the Nippers ink creek in about 
three feet of water nt Greenwood on the 
farm of Frank Barber for whom the young 
man worked and where his brother Duane, 
Is at present employed. 

It was generally believed that Dobbow 
was In tho vicinity of Greenwood and that 
ho bad never got very far away after he 
committed tho deed for which he was be- 
ing pursued. Tbe night niter the shooting 
be had been in the Barber barn, where he 
changed his clothes, and it was the belief 
also that during the four days he was evad- 
ing the officers that he had lived on milk 
taken from the Barber farm nights, for 
each morning it was observed that some 
milk hod been taken from the cans. 
' The Barber farm Is near tho village of 
Greenwood, being but a few blocks from 
the principal store ot the place. Through 
the farm runs tho "Nippers ink creek and it 
was a spot along its banks— near a large 
oak tree where, the water is about three 
feet deep — that tbo would-be murderer 
carefully selected tho place to' end his life. 
GoinR to the Barber barn during Thursday 
lost he left a note directed 'to his brother, 
leaving the missive on a pair of scales on 
the barn floor. The note was written with 
lead pencil on paper evidently taken from 
a note book ho carried, It was directed to 
his brother Duane, and was as follows: 

- - - Greenwood, June 8. 

To Dunnes— My best coat 'and 'vest ore 
over in Ed's barn under the stairs in tbe 
oat bin and my shoes are there, too. .. I 
have pled with Lena to do ber duty by me 
and she said she would. She told'me Sun- 
day night before last if I could stand the 
way her father used me, to come back. -As 
I did not feel like going I went to church. 
I did not eipect to see ber there after what 
she had told me that Sunday night, hut 
she and Charles Peet were there just the 
same. Duane, doing what I did ,1 don't 
know what made me— only what she told 
me the Sunday night before last, I never 
thought of such a thing till after I went 
into church. There was no reason why we 
could not have gone on as she said sho 
would, I would do all any man could if she 
had given me half a chance. Sell myhorw 
and rig and robe; I guess that will pay my. 
funeral expenses. Clyde Gratton owes me 
$4.75; tho Roller Mill Co., $1.50. Dell. 

"Lam going to the creek to drown my- 
self. If 1 am worth bunting for, you will 
find me down there by that big tree in 
Frank's," 

After leaving the above note in the bam 
he evidently went to tbo spot on the bank' 
of the Nippersink where he ended his own 
life. He procured from tbe Barber placS 
a rope about 30 feet long, fastened ono end 
of it to the largo tree on the creek bank 
and the other be used in tying around bis 
neck. He took further precaution by using 
an empty flour sack, which be filled with 
stones and by tieing tbe sack placed the 
same about his neck, doubtless to prevent 
floating down the creek after he shot hiiu- 
self. 

He entered the stream where the wate 
was three feet deep and with the' rope 
about hie neck nnd the sack of stones in 
such a way us to falcon him when he fell 
by a bullet from the .revolver in bis own 
hands nnd which he had used in an en- 
deavor to-put out., the. lives of Peet' and 
Miss Harrison. The bullet entered his 
temple and it was evident that death was 
sudden, but if It was not the load of stone' 
on bis body in the water would be sufficient 
to drown him, 

The brother, Duane, to whom be bad 
written the note, went about the work do- 
ing tho chores. In putting the cows io 
the bam be saw what seemed like 6, -letter 
on the scales. Mr. Barber also 'saw tbe 
sft mo missive and the former went, to' see 
what It wub, Observing- that it. was a 
letter from bis brother, Del), he started to 
tho place in the pasture where it was Bald 
be would be found, never thinking that be 
would find him dead. . As be approached 
tho tree mentioned in the letter ,- be ' ob- 
served a. rope, extendiug into tbo water. 
Not seeing bis brother' lie pulled the rope 
onlr to Hud that in doing so he dragged 
from the water the lifeless body of his 
brother, Doll. 

The boy, being recognlted, easily m that 
of Da bsow| was taken to the- borne of. his 
uncle who lives at Greenwood, Dr.Sfaxoo, 
county coroner, ^ Tin c£Ut^ti<l he'went; to 
Greenwood and held u - iso^uest, the ver- 



dict, of which was that death was self- 
inflicted, ; 
. Dell Dospow was about 22 years of age. 
He was considered, a quiet, inoffensive 
fellow. His father .rind other members ' oE 
the immediate fuorily; except tbe mother 
who Is dead, reside- at Hebron. He had 
worked for Frank Barber for three years 
and . the latter speaks of Mm as a young 
man of exemplary habits, a regular at- 
tendant nt all church services and faithful 
in the discharge, of every' duty commited 
to bis care. 

Cbas, Feet and Miss Lena Harrison; the. 
young couple whom he shot, are recovering 
nicely and unless something unexpected 
should set in their' restoration to their 
former health is looked for.

CHILDREN 

Crazed, it is believed, by ill health con- 
tinuing over many months, Mrs. Paul 
Klass of Kieler, Wis., killed her four small 
children and then ended her' own life. 
Death in all the cases was almost instan- 
taneous, bo thoroughly was tbe insane 
woman's work done. 

Taking a large butcher knife she ran 
wildly about her home near the outskirts 
of tbo village. Then sho -grabbed her 
children, one after the other, and trave 
each fatal stashes on their throats. When 
she had cut the first one, the others tried 
to run away, but, it is said, the woman 
had harried the doors of ber home, and' 
tbe older ones could not have escaped even 
though they had not cowered in comers 
and behind furniture in their fright. 

After completing her horrible work, tho 
woman laid the knife to her own throat, 
and with a vicious slash inflicted a fatal 
injury upon herself . The oldest of the 
children was only six years. The youngest 
was a babe of only a few months.

The belief 
Is thnt Field Marshal Yoningntn will 
be designated In Ito'n place should the 
iiumiuls be tumble to accept. It Is ex 
pec ted that thu conference will con 
veno about the middle of August. 

Pending the olllelnl announcement ol 
tlio plenipotentiaries little progress to 
wind the urjrhngement of mi nnnlstlcf 
In being attempted on either side. Ja- 
pan will not take the Initiative In re- 
iliiestlng mi armistice.

In Manchuria nppcnr to be In foil 
mnreh toward n big engagement. 

The Japanese have pushed forward 
ns far ns Lkioynngwopeng. west ol 
the Lino I Elver and thirty- three mites 
north of Fiikomnn, They have strong 
forces there, ns well us In the rear ol 
Cleii. LIuevitch's advance detachments 
near Chtmtufu, and even threaten the 
(lank of the fortified positions at Slpln- 
gal, where Gen. Llncvltch intended ta 
offer battle, but from which he pushed 
Tar to the southward during the month! 
of Inactivity on tho part of the Japa- 
nese army. 

It Is not known whether Gen. Llnc- 
vltch will retire slowly on these posi- 
tion* or whether, as he intimated re- 
cently In nn Interview with wo corre- 
spondent of The Associated Press, he 
Intends to meet the Japanese dunking 
operations to the westward by n coun- 
ter offensive movement.

Veteran Lender In Cnbn'a Ficht for 
Liberty Kxnlrcs, 

General Maxhnn Gomez, veteran lead- 
er In Cuba's fight for freedom, died In 
Havana Saturday evening. Death was 
due to heart failure cauxed by the spread 
of Kiiugrenc from an abitcens In hi-* hand.

FINE WEATHER HELPS CROPS, 

Southern Btates, However, Need Rain, 
While North Has Plenty. 

Tho weather bureau's weekly summary 
of crop conditions Is as follows: 

The lake region and a part of tho up- 
per Mississippi Valley havo suffered from 
heavy rains, whllo tho Southern States 
and the soutlicra portion of the central 
valleys era boglnnlng to experience the 
oQTects of drouth. As a whole, however, 
the weather was favorable for tho culti- 
vation of crops, Thoro was ample 
warmth throughout tho central and 
southern portions of tho country, bat in- 
suflklont heat tn the extreme northern 
districts and especially In Now England, 
Minnesota and the Dakotas. Throughout 
the Roeky Mountain and FaclSa coast 
districts the weather was generally fa- 
vorable. 

In tho lake region and upper Ohio val- 
ley the condition of corn Is not promising, 
owing largely to unfavorable effects of 
low temperature and excessive moisture, 
hut In the States of tho lower Ohio, up- 
per Mississippi aod Missouri valleys tho 
crop has turtle good progress and, as a 
rule, has shown decided Improvement 
In portions of tho central and west gulf 
States corn would bo benefited by rains. 
In tbo middle Atlantic States cutworms 
ore proving destructive. 

Winter wheat harvest has begun as far 
north as tho central portions of Kansas 
and Missouri and southern Illinois, and Is 
In full progress In tho more southerly 
sections, where tho yields nro generally 
disappointing. - In the moro northerly 
portions of the 'principal winter wheat 
States tho crop has generally done well, 
although complaints of rust and Insects 
continue In some sections and heavy rains 
In Michigan and Wisconsin have caused 
lading. On tho Pacific coast tbo outlook 
continues promising, exceptionally so in 
Washington. 

A general Improvement In tho condi- 
tion of spring wheat In Minnesota and 
tho Dakotas Is Indicated, although In the 
two last named States some Delds contin- 
ue thin and weedy. Spring wchat Is also 
doing well on tho north Pacific const, the 
outlook la Washington being the best In 
years. 

Oats havo suffered from heavy rains In 
tho upper lake region nnd from lack of 
molsturo In southern Illinois; elsewhere 
the reports respecting this crop nro gen- 
erally favorable. Harvest Is general .In 
tho Southern States, with disappointing 
yields In Texas and Oklahoma, 

The weather conditions throughout 
nearly tho whole of tho cotton belt havo 
been favorable for tho cultivation of cot* 
ton, although a considerable part of tho 
crop coatlauos grassy. A goaeral al- 
though not -decided Improvement La the 
condition of cotton la the central and 
western districts Is Indicated, but In the 
Carollnas a ad Tennessee cotton bos 
made slow progress, and tn tho first men- 
tioned States tho plants are small and 
of unhealthy color. In portions of cen- 
tral and eastern districts of tho cotton 
belt light rains would bo beneficial. 

Tn tho northern and contral counties of 
Texas prospects aro Improved, though 
still poor In localities. Iu, southern Tex- 
as tbo crop Is in good condition and an 
Improvement In localities Is reported. 
Boll w cavils nro active over Increased 
area, 

In tbo lake region and New England 
tho apple outlook Is moro or loss prom- 
ising, but la tho central valleys Is not 
favorable, except In some sections.

Two young men of Grand Junction, 
Col., recently had n strenuous time. 
They decided upon walking to the 
camp of Theodore Roosevelt, who was 
on a. hunting trip to Garfield County, 
tho next county cast of Mesa, and 
about 10O miles from tho city.

On Frldny forenoon the boys left

Loc<l) Improvement Law Uwh Into 
Effect July 1 

Any hill which was pasicd by the last 
legislature nnd wot acted upon by the gov- 
ernor within tun dayo of tho adjournment 
of that body, heenmo a law, says nn ex- 
change. Ono tuich bill which was allowed 
to be eon i e a taw without the signature of 
the executive was one known as the Local 
Improvement Act. It enables boards of 
local improvements throughout the state 
to make Improvements without first ob- 
taining the frontage consent of tho proper- 
ty owners. 

lit npplios to all cities of less than 50,000 
population. Under tbo old law, the one 
now effective, fit least half of tho properly 
owners must sign a petition for paving, 
water or sewer, but under tho new law 
this la unccessary, and tho hoard may go 
ahead nnd do It if --elf. 

The board has unlimited powers to make 
improvements either by special assessments 
or general taxation, and the kind of con- 
tract let for certain work is also up to the 
board to determine upon without consult- 
ing tho property owners regarding the 
character of work desired by them. 

This is a law which tho whole htnto has 
been watching with Interest, ns it effects 
nearly every property ownor in the state. 
Now it is expected thnt nil cities will make 
extensive improvements, which have been 
held back in the paBt by property owners 
not being willing to sign petitions asking 
for tbo improvement,

WASHING TON IS CHOSEN, 

Selected n* Place of Riiato-Jupnnesc 
Pence NetEotlntloiti. 

Washington, and not The nague, 
baa been selected by Japan and Rus- 
sia as the official meeting plnca for 
their pence plenipotentiaries. Japan- 
ese diplomacy thus gained a victory, 
nnd International recognition of the 
commanding Influence of tho United 
States In Inducing the belligerents to 
enter into negotiations for the termi- 
nation of the war. The Russian en- 
voys will be nlilu to Increase their 
knowledge of American Institutions, 
which the Japanese consider will be 
of future advantage to their country; 
and the Japanese agents, by getting 
in touch with tile American people, 
will convey to Japan the Idea of 
friendliness: which prevails hero for 
the Fnr Eastern empire. 

The meeting of the plenipotentiaries 
In Washington will mean absolute free- 
dom for the pence commission from all 
political pressure such as would have 
been exerted by the Old World had 
the conference*! been held nt any point 
In Europe. Russia, which Is aware of 
the pro-Jn panose sentiment existing In 
this country, depends upon the histor- 
ic, friendship of America for the Rus- 
sian people to prevent the exorcise of 
any extrnncoua Influence to hamper 
the negotiators in tliclr delicate task. 
This also Is Japan's wish. 

The selection of Washington as the 
place for holding tho peace negotia- 
tions is n logical choice. It Is logical 
because the United States lias no po- 
litical Interest In the objects or the 
prizes of the war. With Chlnn, Man- 
churia nnd Corea the United States 
has and desires nothing but friendly 
commercial relations. 

On the Aslnflc mainland we destre 
no territory. So that It be a govern- 
ment cnpnble of observing its Inter- 
national obligations and" willing to give 
our country a fair nnd otpial oppor- 
tunity, we care not who or what the 
government there Is. 

Further m ore, with both Russia and 
Japan our relations havo always been 
most amicable. Wo have received 
friendly services from both, and most 
notably from Russia. In Japan's prog- 
ress we have taken a peculiar Interest, 
because wo were the means of in- 
ducing her to emerge from rer ancient 
seclusion and start upon the road 
which she. has so successfully pur- 
sued. 

We could not urge Russia and Japan 
to make our capital the scene of their 
pence negotlntlons. All we could do 
was to suggest tlint they try to ad- 
Just their quarrel. Their ngreement 
upon Washington is n concrete recog- 
nition of our benevolent disposition to- 
ward them. 

So far as the President Is concerned, 
It niay be stated authoritatively that 
It Is his purpose to observe a strictly 
neutral attitude. He will interfere only 
upon the request of tho two belliger- 
ents to facilitate nn ngreement, or In 
cnao American Interests are threatened 
by any proposal that may be made. 

The selection of the United States 
was not In accordance with the ex- 
pressed, desire of the President. Ho 
would have preferred some other coun- 
try ns tho scene of negotlntlons. He 
feared it might be said that, having 
initiated tho negotiations, he wns at- 
tempting to put the United States un- 
duly forward as a peacemaker. The 
objection which the President enter- 
tained, however, was swept aside by 
the direct requests received from both 
belligerents. 

A LEXIS GIVES UP NAVY. 



Grand Diike, Uncle of Czar, Resigns aa 
Head of Husalim Fleet. 

The sensational announcement was 
rondo In St. Petersburg Thursday that 
Grand Duko Alexis, the high admiral, 
who is an undo of the Emperor, and 
Admiral AveKaa, head of the Russian 
admiralty department, had resigned. This 
announcement wns followed immediately 
by an Imperial rescript relieving the 
Grand Duko of the Supreme direction of 
the navy, -which ho had held slnco the 
days of tho Emperor's father. 

Although from timo to time since the 
war began there have been rumors that 
the Grand Duko would retire on account 
of tho savage criticism, not to uso harsh- 
er terms, directed against tho adminis- 
tration of the navy, especially in tho con- 
struction of ships, the announcement of 
his resignation came like a bolt out of 
tho blue. The Instant disposition was 
to regard the retirement of Grand Duko 
Alexis and Admiral Avcllan ns a con- 
cession 'to ■ public opinion, following the 
crowning tragedy of the Sea of Japan. 
Charges of mismanagement nnd inefll- 
clency and talcs of corruption and even 
worse against tho marine department 
havo been rlfo for years. 

Grand Duke Alexis himself did not es- 
cape personal attacks and Bcandal was 
so busy with his name 'that ho was sev- 
eral times the subject of public demon- 
strations. The name of the Grand Duko 
was high on the list of those condemned 
hy the terrorists, nnd after "Red Sun- 
day" (Jan. 22 last) It was 'reported that 
he had fled abroad, but It developed that 
ho was merely keeping closely within his 
palace. 

ItaMlan Wheat Outlook Good. 

The prospects of a good Russian wheat 
harvest continues. In the south, south- 
west, northern Oaucnsus, Vistula region 
and tho Ural provinces tlio condition of 
tho crops Is far above the average, but 
the outlook Is- correspondingly bad la 
some of the central governments and the 
Volga region. 

The outlook for rye Is less satisfactory, 
the falluro of tho crops covering tho same 
area as tho wheat falluro and Is prac- 
tically complete In tlio upper Volga, re- 
gion. Famine la predicted In some of the 
governments.

An indictment broad enough to halo 
Into court, side by side, u business 
rival of Montgomery Ward fc Co., la- 
bor lenders and union pickets Is ono 
of the probnble results of tho grand 
jury Inquiry. "If one of the most 
sensational chnrges that has been 
brought to the attention of the grand 
Jury," said n prominent official, "la 
fully developed In this Investigation 
Chicago will see pickets, trade union 
leaders and employers lined up side 
by side before the bar of Justice. They 
will he charged with conspiring against 
the Arm or Montgomery Ward & Co. 
The evidence thus far secured tins sug- 
gested nn unprecedented condition of 
affairs, and exposure of everything 
that has been told the grand Jury will 
shock Chicago nnd the entire country." 
Further evidence of "purchased" 
assassination, hired "wrecking crews" 
which kidnaped nud assaulted non- 
union men In the present strike unci 
others that preceded It, nnd continued 
revelations relating to blnekmnlllng of 
union lenders nnd hold-ups of employ- 
ers to prevent nud to settle strikes 
have continued to occupy the atten- 
tion of tho grand jury.

It was .Liebcr's discovery that mnda 
possible the present method of applying 
rndlum to tho parts affected by a can- 
cerous, growth. It has been known for 
some time that the new element wns pos- 
sessed of a peculiar property; that of 
destroying disease germs without* break- 
ing down living tissues. The ditllculty 
has been, howerer, to vo npply tho rem- 
edy as to obtain proper results, Liebcr's 
discovery of a solvent for .rndlum mndo 
It posslbto to obtain a coating of this 
slogularly cfllctent ngent upon pencils 
of celluloid, thus opening the wny for 
Its proper application to the affected 
area, as was demonstrated to tlio satis- 
faction of tliono who witnessed Dr. 
King's operations, Monday. 

Dr. King preceded the operations by 
explaining that he had mndo tests of 
radium in tubes nnd tho celluloid pen- 
cils coated with a radium solution, nnd 
that tho advantage of the pencils lny In 
their greater adaptability, Tho power 
In each method, ho said, depended upon 
tlio radjo-ncttvlty. He nlso explained 
that radium En solution, used as n contlng 
on pencils, was much cheaper than the 
solid substance In tubes. 

Dr. King mentioned two cases that 
had come under Ida observation In which 
tho uso, of radium pencils had been suc- 
cessful. Ono was that of a mnn who 
was treated for .cancer of the tongue, 
nnd tho other n patient who had cancer 
of tho foot. In both canes, tho doctor 
snld, tho growth had entirely disap- 
peared. 

IIo said be would show a cose ibnt 
had been treated nt Flower hospital and 
In which marked improvement had re- 
sulted. The patient was a woman who 
had a malignant growth back of tho 
right car. Dr, King snld that more 
than half of the growth hnd dropped off 
since the treatment was begun and that 
a complete cure Is looked for. 

Dr. King said that pencils of radium 
nro left in contact with tho malignant 
growth for 24 hours In soma ensos, and 
In others for 48 hours. He said that ho 
had obtained results of great value and 
that similar work is being dona In other 
hospitals In New York, 

In tho case of Dr. William R, Harper, 
whose condition nt the timo of tho oper- 
ation a few weeks ago was again criti- 
cal, there seems to bo the best of reasons 
to expect a complete recovery, The 
treatment given Dr. Harper at present 
Is known as the fluorescent, by which a 
solution possessing radium-activity Is tak- 
en Internally and either radium or tho 
X-ray machine Is used to exclto the 
"liquid sunlight," ns It Is called. Tho 
treatment will, It Is asserted, kill the 
cancer cells, checking the growth of the 
tumor, and gradually causing it to disap- 
pear. 

In many enscs of superficial cancer 
the radium and X-ray treatment hare 
been beneficial, bat Dr. Harper's caso 
stands by Itself, and Is being watched 
with great interest by the medical pro- 
fession. 

GROWTH OF WAGES THE FASTER 
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Knnsm Commluloncr Comparer Sti- 
pend* nnd Cost of Living. 

Labor Commissioner Johnson of Kan- 
sas In his report Just out compares retail 
prices of food from 1000 to 1004 with the 
rate of wages paid various kinds of la- 
bor. The report was a surprise, as tho 
general supposition was that the price 
of living — tlint Is )<; tlic. price of neccsHnry 
articles of food — had Increased more than 
tho rate of wages. The contrary ho finds 
true. In aa exhaustive recapitulation 
Commissioner Johnson gives theso fig- 
ures: 

"Average per cont Increase of retail 
prices of 1001 with 1000, G.'JM per cent; 
net decrease of labor rates for samo pe- 
riod, .G3 per cent. Increase of prices 
1002 with 1001, 4.33 per cent; Increase 
of rates of labor for same time, 7.82 
per cent. Incrcaso in prices In 1003 com- 
pared with 1002, 4.73 per cent; Increase 
In rates of labor In same time, 10.01 per 
cent. Increase In prices In 1004 com- 
pared with 1003, 12.73 per cent; IncrcoBo 
la the rates of labor la same period, 
14.08 per cent."

During Ills work ns circuit rider, local 
preacher, pastor and superannuated min- 
ister Mr. -Waggoner Is snld to Iinve or- 
ganized more new churches -and built 
mora houses of worship than any other 
preacher In the conference. He was born 
at Knoxvllle, Tcnn,, nntl moved to Brigh- 
ton, III., seventy-one years ago.

Clarence Terrell, formerly a well-to-do 
business man ot Peoria, but In recent 
years fallen to the level of a tramp, was 
found dead In a ditch near Sugariand, 
Tex.

Ilobbs 
fired, the rlllo ball striking tho turtle's 
shell and glancing through Jamersou's 
face, caused probably fatal Injuries. 

Mrs. Allyn Allen, wife of n farmer 
near Vermilion, while Tilt lug a tank at- 
tached to n gasotluo stove, used her 
apron to wipe away the overflow.

Mrs. Young had been 
estranged from her husband for two 
> cars. There Is a story that the two 
young women wero frequently In tho 
company of two young men, who were 
likewise close friends, and that a quar- 
rel over the sumo subject resulted In 
the estrangement of both couples and 
the resolve of the women to end their 
woes by death. They had removed their 
clothes before entering tho river. The 
garments were fouud gu the river bank.

For lieu und Chick*, 
While thcro are several forms of 
coops for the old hen nnd her chicks, 
says the Indianapolis News, the one 
built on the well-known lines, a full 
span, is generally considered tbe most 
desirable, although thcro ore several 
ways of Improving this old affair. Que 
of tho main troubles with the old coop 
Is that It -was not always dry, a se- 
rious defect -when one considers bow 
harmful dampness is to young chicks. 
This may bo prevented ns well as pre- 
venting tbe warplug of the boards If 
the two strips placed across tbe top 
are lapped, as shown at Fig. C In tbe 
illustration. 

Then ventilation may bo supplied 
by placing n number of small boles 
in tbe peak of tbe root at tho back 
and In front, covering a similar place 
with flue wire netting, doubled ns 
shown lu the illustration and at tbe 
point B. This wire will keep out ver- 
min as well. The lower part of the 
coop Is so arranged that a small door 
mny be readily opened when It is nec- 
essary to let the old ben out, and yet 
Bho cannot get It loose herself; the 
slats are placed fnr enough apart so 
that tbe ebleks can go in and out at 
will and they should bo placed wide 
apart bo that no change will need to 
be made ns the chicks grow. A little 
more lumber and brains put in the

Keen a Bliecp Dos. 

Every farmer who has a flock of fif- 
ty or more sheep ought to keep n good 
shepherd dog. Ho Is worth a big prlco 
In tlio first place, nnd will earn bis 
cost every year In saving sheep and 
lambs and In doing tbe work of n man. 
Their Intelligence Is almost human and 
they will take solo care of n flock of 
sheep, spending every (lay and night 
with them If allowed to do so. It Is 
better, however, to put tbe sbeep In an 
inctosurc at night, and relieve the dog 
from the en re of watching them. In 
tbo morning he may be sent out with 
them, nnd be will herd them on any 
field uf land or keep them within any 
bounds Indicated, 

Tho fidelity of the shepherd dog Is 
remarkable. In Colorado one night 
Inst winter a herder brought bis flocks 
and hurried to his cabin to cook him- 
self some supper, for be was more than 
usually hungry. But he missed tho 
dog, which usually followed him to the 
en bin of an evening to have her sup- 
per. The border thought It rattier 
strange, but made no search for the 
dog that night But when he went 
down to the corrals the next morning 
he found the gate open and the faith- 
ful dog standing guard over the flocks, 
The herder In bis haste the night be- 
fore bad forgotten to close tbo gate, 
and the dog, more faithful than her 
master, bad remained at her post all 
night, though suffering from hunger 
and thirst. 

On another occasion this same dog 
was left to watch n Hock of sbeep near 
tho herder's cabin while the herder 
got his supper. After be bad eaten 
bis supper he went out to where tbo 
sheep wero and told the dog to put 
the sbeep in tho corral. This she re- 
fused to do, and, although she bad 
no supper, sbo started off orcr tbo 
prairie as fast as she could go. The 
herder put the sheep in the corral and 
went to bed. About midnight be was 
n wakened by tbe loud barking of a dog 
down by tbo corral. Ho got up, 
dressed himself and went down to tbe 
corral, and there found tbo dog with 
a band of fifty sheep which - bad 
strayed off the previous day without 
the herder's knowledge; but the poor 
dog knew it, and also knew that they 
ought to be corraled, nnd she did It

Mokes IB-iionr Run Uetwcca New 
York and Chicago with Time to Burn- 
Not Schedule Is 10 Hours, 4 

Annihilating nil records for tlmo and 
speed on this continent, the Twetitieth- 
Ontury Limited train, west bound, 
rolled Into tbe Lu Salic street stutlon 
at Chicago utSZfi o'clock Monday, Just 
seventeen hours nntl fifty-live mlnutoa 
after leaving New York. 

Tbe "Million-Dollar Train" covered 
the IKJO miles between seaboard and 
great lakes in an nctunl running time 
of seven tee 1 1 hours and nine minutes — 
n new record In railroad history. 

The eaKt-bound train from Chicago 
Whipped its live pn In tin I coaches Into 
tbe Grand Cent nil Station in New 
York iv t 0:25 o'clock, New York time, 
S:2r» o'clock* Chicago time, five minutes 
ahead of schedule. 

I'u Hod by engine 4003, the same 
in n muni tu mogul that started the New 
York Limited on Its thousand mile 
rim, tbe Chicago liver covered six 
miles between Osceola and Mlsbawnka 
lu less limit five minutes and covered 
the 101 miles between Elkhnrt and Chi- 
cago, including stops nt Grand Cross- 
ing and South Chicago, In little lesa 
than two hours. 

The roadbeds of the Lake Shore and 
New York Central lines nre so nearly 
perfect and the filter locking semaphore 
and track guarding systems so delicate- 
ly adjusted that Asshttnnt General Pas* 
senger Agent Frank J. Wolfe declared 
the faster schedules could be establish- 
ed with perfect safety.

The London Lancet finds that the 
chestnut Is the most digestible nut, 
and cannot only take the place of tho 
potato, as In France, where chestnuts, 
boiled and mashed like potatoes, mako 
a delicious dish, but In reality they are 
n more perfect form of food. Accord- 
ing to the Lancet's analysis of the po- 
tato and the chestnut, the latter con- 
tains less water, more proteld, more 
fat and starch, but less mineral mat- 
ter than the potato, and is more di- 
gestible than the latter. Like the po- 
tato, also, Its nutritive and digestive 
qualities are greatest when baked or 
roasted.
